80 INJURED IN PANIC 


At Religious Celebration New Year's 
Day in Mexican’ City. Cxendie

Mexico City, Jan. 3.—Tlire and panic 

during a New Year's religious celebra- 
tion in a church near San Luis Potosi 
cost the lives of seventeen and serious- 
ly injury to eighty women and chil- 
dren. 

News of the disaster reached here 
today. The church was packed to its 
utmost capacity. In the course of the 
ceremonies a candle fell from its soc- 
ket and ignited a quantity of dry moss 
with which the building was decorat- 
ed. The flames spread quickly to all 
parts of the interior. 

Of those who escaper death by 
burning or suffocation a number were 
killed or injured by being tampled 
down in the narrow entrance. Few 
escaped without injuries more or less 
serious.

Calgary, Jan. 3—W. J. Ferguson, of 
the Western Canada Lind comps 
of this city, died Saturday at his res- 


idence, 331 Eleventh avenue west. He 
was Lorn in 1850 near Arnprior, in 
the county of Renfrew, Ontario, and 
wus the second youngest son of a fam- 
ily of thirteen, His parents were 
hardy Highland Scotch farmers, who 
heiped to colonize McNabb township, 
in Renfrew county. 

Later they moved to what was 
known as the “Huron tract." and Mr, 
Ferguson's boyhood days were spent 
on a farm near where the town of 
Brussels now stands.

tion to make this home established 
for giris who are away from home 
as cheery and helpful as possible. 

The Y.W.C.A, is one of the largest 
and most influential organizations of 
women in the world, and with its his- 
tory of more than half a century, 
boasts a respectable antiquity among 
women’s societies. It had its origin in 
England at the close of the Crimean 
war, and the first residents of the 
associations were returned Crimean 
nurses and young women who had 
been forced into the business world 
for their living through the loss of 
their natural protectors in the war. 
The carliest activity of the associa- 
tion was therefor to establish homes 
Where self-supporting women could 
live comfortably at moderate cost. To 
this have been added as the need 
arose and resources warranted, the 
various branches of the work-~hy- 
giene and physical training, gymnasi- 
ums, educational classes, night schools 
social and culture clubs, Bible study, 
foreign extension work, factory exten- 
sion, establishment of cafeterias, free 
libraries and reading rooms, employ- 
ment and information bur 
assistance to travellers.
